In a special message, Eisen- 


lower recommended specifically 
Jiat unions be subject to loss of 
egal bargaining status if they fail 
,o file true and proper data on 
ieir finances and other subjects. 


Against a background of con- 


gressional 
inquiries 
disclosing 


ibuses in the labor-management 
ield, Eisenhower called for legis- 
lation "to benefit and protect the 
welfare of American workers and 
the general public.'" 


He added it should curb abuses, 


md provide greater harmony and 
stability in labor-management re- 
lations. 


The entire 12-point legislative 


program recommended by Eisen- 
hower had been unveiled previous- 
ly by Secretary of Labor Mitchell. 
He outlined it in a speech at the 
AFL-CIO convention last Decem- 
ber. 


Eisenhower said the American 


public should be reassured: 


1. That funds set aside for the 


benefit of workers in health, wel- 
fare" "and pension funds -are ac- 
counted for; 


2. That money contributed by 


workers to union treasuries is 
used solely for their welfare; 


3. That organizations of working 


people are administered in such 
fashion as to reflect their will; 


4. That workers are more fully 


protected from dealings between 
labor and management represen- 
tatives which have the effect of 
preventing full exercise of the 
workers' rights to organize and 
bargain collectively, and 


5. That the public is protected 


against unfair labor and manage- 
ment practices. 


Proposing that unions be re- 


quired to file reports on their 
financial affairs and internal oper-

Argentine Leader And 


Aides Flee to Colombia 
Caracas, (^P)—Deposed Argen- 


tine dictator Juan D. Peron and 
his aides were reported today flee- 
ing toward the Colombian border 
in search of new asylum after the 
downfall of the Marcos Perez Ji- 
menez dictatorship. 


Apparently Peron; his top aide, 


Maj. Pablo Vincente; and others 
left for Colombia before dawn, 
immediately upon learning that 
Perez Jimenez had been over- 
thrown. 


Informed sources said Peron 


was traveling by automobile. 


Peron had lived in Caracas for 


about a year. He came here from 
Panama, his first place of exile af- 
ter his Argentine government was 
overthrown in September, 1955.

CBS Explains Why Author Was 
Cut Off Air During TV Program 


New York, (&)—The sound was 


cut off on a CBS television pro- 
gram last night when author Don- 
ald C. Keyhoe, a former Marine 
Corps major, began to digress from 
the script in speaking of flying 
saucers. 


A network employe explained 


that nobody knew what he was 
going to say. 


Keyhoe was silenced for about 


15 seconds during "The Armstrong 
Circle Theatre" presentation of a 
documentary on flying objects. The 
program was "UFO—Enigma or 


the Skies." 
"UFO" stands for 


"unidentified flying objects." 


Keyhoe is the author of "The 


Flying Saucers Are Real." He had 
just said: "We are meeting in se- 
cret with a congressional commit- 
tee. If these meetings were public 
it would be proved," when the 
sound was cut. 


CBS later issued a statement 


signed by Keyhoe saying the in- 
cident was due to a misunderstand- 
ing on his part about the rules for 
approval of script changes. 
The 


statement did not disclose what 
Keyhoe was going to say further. 


Niagara Falls, N. T. 
Baffled investigators studied a 


gaping crater for the cause of a 
huge explosion that ripped apart 
a railroad freight yard and in- 
jured over 60 persons yesterday. 


There were some indications 


that the blast may have come 
from a pipe carrying chemicals 
underground in this highly-indus- 
trialized city. 


The midmorning blast shattered 


a line of chemical tank cars be- 
ing switched in the yards of the 
Niagara Junction Railroad. 


It left a crater over 40 feet deep 


and 150 feet across. 


Property damage wag estimat- 


ed to be more than a million dol- 
lars. 


One of the cars appeared to 


have exploded. But a chemist for 
tha E. L DuPont de Nemours & 
Co., 
which owned the contents, 


said the cars contained dimethyl 
formamide, a nonvolatile solvent. 


Although the explosion burst 


downwards, blast waves spread 
out over a wide area, shattering 
windows two miles away. 


Many Feared Dead 
In Apartment House 
Blaze in Chicago 


Chicago, (.ff)—A fire and explo- 


sion spread havoc through 
a 


crowded South Side apartment 
building early today. In the fren- 
zy to escape, many children were 
dropped from windows of the four- 
story building. 


One infant was dead and at 


least six other children unaccount- 
ed for. One man also was missing. 
At least 21 were injured. Nine were 
children. 


"The babies were falling like 


rain drops," said Jack McLillan, 31, 
Negro, who rushed to the where 
he said he caught five children 
dropped from windows. He frac- 
tured a thumb while catching one 
child. 


Fire officials said there were 


150 occupants in the building's 27 
apartments. 


Cause of the blast was not de- 


termined immediately but authori- 
ties said there apparently was no 
connection between the explosion 
and accidental sale of a gasoline- 
mixture as fuel oil. 


An alarm was sounded on the 


West Side last night warning all 
possible purchasers of potential 
danger. 


Dope Worth 7 
Million Seized 
In Jersey Raid 


Camden, N.J. (IP)—Federal nar- 


cotics agents, springing a trap 
baited 18 months ago, early today 
seized heroin and opium worth 7 
million dollars at 
retail addict 


prices and arrested 11 persons. 


Among those seized in. what was 


described as the biggest narcotics 
haul in recent years was Peter 
Casella, 50, of Philadelphia, and 
Ventnor, N. J., alleged leader of 
the dope ring. Casella was arrest- 
ed at his Ventnor home. 


Delivery of the huge quantity of 


heroin and opium was made be- 
fore dawn today to a pair of fed- 
eral agents, acting as undercover 
men, in a motel on the Black Horse 
Pike near Williamstown, N. J. 


The agents said James Santore, 


43, of Philadelphia, delivered the 
dope—the heroin In 10 paper bags, 
the opium in 4 jars—and was 
promptly arrested after he had 
been trailed from Casella's New 
Jersey home, where he nad picked 
up the narcotic*, to the motel. 


Police promptly 
radioed 
the 


news. It set into motion 
other 


traps resulting in the arrest of 
Casella and nine others. 


Among these were Nicholas Ser- 


rian, 43, of RichlandV near Vine- 
land, N. J., owner of the'Tumble 
Inn at Buena, N. J.; James Sim- 
mons, 46, believed to be the own- 
er of the motel where the first 
trap was sprung; Frank Half!, 41,

In fact profits for 1957 were less 


than half those earned in 1956, 
directors of the railroad reported 
yesterday. 


The PRR reported a net income 


of $19,056,855 last year, equiva- 
lent to 51-45 a share, compared 
with $41,545,435, and $3.16 a share 
in 1956. 


This $22,488,550, or about 54 per 


cent less. 


President James M, Symes told 


the directors the "PRR is cur- 
rently operating at a loss and 
probably will be in the red in Feb- 
ruary as this month usually is a 
poor one at normal levels of busi- 
ness." 


Symes said the big drop in prof- 


its was reflected in. two successive 
deficit months—November and De- 
cember.

Hospital. 


Dr. George Calver, Capitol phy- 


sician, said Smith died of an acute 
coronary 
thrombosis 
resulting 


from arterioaclerotic heart dis- 
ease. Smith sustained a similar 
attack three years ago. 


This was the fourth death of a 


member of Congress since Con- 
gress reconvened Jan. 7. The flags 
on the Capitol building have con- 
tinued to fly at half staff since 
Jan. 11 when Rep. Russell Keeney 
(R-H1) died.

An all-white jury found Andrew 


Marshall Rochester, Wade Henry 
Howard, Jack Bentley and Robert 
E. Waldrop guilty of conspiring to 
commit the assault and battery of 
Claud Cruell. 


The jury also convicted Roches- 


ter, head of the Klan group, and 
Howard of flogging the 58-year- 
old Negro at his home near Trav- 
elers Rest, about 13 miles north 
of here, because of his association 
with a white family who rented a 
house on Ms 100-acre farm. 


Judge James M. Brailsford Jr., 


could sentence Rochester and How- 
ard to a maximum 15 years in 
prison, and Bentley and Waldrop to 
10 years. 


The jury, which deliberated al- 


most four hours, freed Johnny 
Frank Quinn and R. J. Roach of 
charges 'in the case. The judge 
dismissed charges against 5 of the 
11 white men originally indicted. 


Cruell and his 54-year-old wife 


Fannie, were caring for the seven 
children of Mr. and Mrs. Sherwood 
Turner, the white tenants, when 
a group of men stormed into the 
house. The men wrapped a chain 
around CruelPs arm, dragged him 
to another room and beat him.

Library Building 
At St. Francis Is 
Destroyed by Fire 


Loretto, (AP)—The two story 


frame 
library 
building of 
St. 


Francis Collage burned to the 
ground today in a spectacular fire 
which college officials said caused 
a loss of at least a half million 
dollars. No one was hurt. 


The building, a World War II 


surplus structure, was known as 
Padua Hall. 


It contained 45,000 bound vol- 


umes, many of them priceless. 


Included in the loss were some 


of the personal effects of Father 
Prince Gallitzm, a priest who 
pioneered Catholicism in this Alle- 
gheny Mountain area about 85 
miles northeast of Pittsburg. 


The fire broke out about 5:30 


a. m. and was roaring out of con- 
trol when firemen arrived. They 
prevented the blaze from damag- 
ing the chapel and administration 
buildings, both brick structures. 


Father Kevin Keelan, president 


of the Roman Catholic Collage, 
estimated the loss at $500,000 and 
said the estimate was "conserva- 
tive." 


Origin of the blaze could not be 


determined.

An- 
other ex-dictator, Juan D. Pe- 
ron of Argentina, to whom 
Peres Jimenez had given Fe- 
fnge, was reported fleeing to 
Colombia, by car. The revolt 
which began with aa abortive 
air force uprising on Jfew 
Tear's Day, culminated la a 
civilian - led general strike 
strike Tuesday. Hundreds were 
killed and wounded in rioting 
and pitched street fighting 
while Peonez Jimenez maneu- 
vered In vain to hang on. 
There was no certainty that 
the flight of Perez 
would end the trouble.

The acreage 
burned during each fire has dwin- 
dled steadily since the high of 
9.99 acres per fire was burned over 
in 1954. 


Fire fighting officials blamed the 


unusually high number of fires in 
1957 on "a flashy start to a spring 
fire season, a dry summer and an 
extremely dry archery season . . .

XMAS MAIL DELAYS REPORTS 


The Game Commission has con- 


tinued to maintain its lenient atti- 
tude toward successful deer hunt- 
ers who perhaps only appeared to 
be tardy in submitting the required- 
big game kill report for 1957. This 
attitude derives from the fact the 
December deer season ends about 
the. time the Christmas mail is 
heaviest, which causes the late 
arrival of many of the cards. 


Such an avalanche of deer Rill 


reports, and occasionally one also 
bearing information about a bear 
Mil in the.1957 season, have poured 
into the Game Commission's Har- 
risburg office since. Christmas the 
statistical staff assigned to sort- 
ing and classifying them has been 
temporarily "snowed under." 


Only after the breakdown and 


tabulation of the big game kill re- 
ports have been made will it be 
possible for Game Protectors to in- 
quire into many of the unreported 
deer and bear kills of last season.

There must have been several persons who dis- 


agreed Tuesday night \uth Burgess \V. E. Rice when 
along the way toward introduction of Harold E. Stas- 
sen he allowed that in his opinion the guest speaker 
was neither "controversial" nor a "maverick" in poli- 
tics. 


A trip to Warren for a man of his national stature 


seemed to many to be fledgling gubernatorial candi- 
date Stassen's way of trying his Pennsylvania politi- 
cal wings. If Stassen is serious in his bid for the 
governorship he'll need all the support he can muster. 


Stassen's ties with Pennsylvania are fleeting, to 


say the least. His official residence in this state has 
been confined to his presidency of the University of 
Pennsylvania which was of short duration. 


In refusing to label Stassen "controversial", Mr. 


Rice appears to have forgotten an ill-starred "Herter 
for vice president" campaign. It is evidently expedient 
for the Eisenhower administration to take the black 
sheep back to the fold and for Dick Nixon to let 
sleeping dogs lie. It is a matter of some conjecture 
if Pennsylvania's most famous resident (i, e-, Eisen- 
hower) will endorse Stassen for governor. 


The GOP needs new blood but it Is doubtful that 


Stassen can supply an injection for the Common- 
wealth. 


His speech given here Tuesday was neither start- 


ling in its innovations nor practical in its applicable 
ideas. Any thinking person has long advocated lower 
taxes to stop the movement of industry from the state. 


As for the antiquated educational system, Stassen 


presented no new ideas except his rather impractible 
suggestion that seven widely scattered high schools be 
established for superior IQ students. 


However, anyone who will keep Pennsylvania's 32" 


electoral votes away from Nixon during a nominating 
convention deserves serious consideration, and Stas- 
sen has promised to do just that.

Ike Finds No Real Reasons 
For Continuation of Decline

WASHINGTON— (NBA)— An early 1958 recovery from the busi- 
** ness recession at the end of 1957 is the most important predic- 
tion in President Eisenhower's new Economic Report. 


"As we look ahead in 1958," writes the President m his letter 


ol transmittal to Congress, "there are grounds for expecting . . . 
that economic growth can be resumed without extended inter- 
ruption." 


When the tum-up comes, it is expected to be solid economic 


expansion, and not a temporary, defense spending WPA. 


Careful study of the President's report, however, discloses factors 


that might delay this recovery till the end of 1958 or even later. 


NOWHERE IN THE MAIN BODY of the report is justification 


for optimism spelled out in» one, two, three fashion. By digging, 
however, anyone can come up with these main reasons why the 
government thinks 1958 will be better: 


1. The decline m business investment spending which began in 


1956 has run its course. Since these declines never last long, an 
early upturn may be expected. 


2. There are signs that the rise in residential construction out- 


lays will continue, possibly at a faster pace. 


3. The rale of letting contracts for missile research and procure- 


ment may stimulate recovery faster than actual government ex- 
penditures of some four billion dollars. 


4. Inventory replacement by private business is ex&ected to be a 


significant factor in recovery. 


5. Federal highway expenditures of over two bilhon dollars will 


stimulate state and local government spending. 


6. Normal U.S. population growth of three million people a year 


creates big new consumer demand and markets. 


THIS SUMMARIZES the good side of the new Economic Report. 


But by further digging, reasons are found why there may be quite 
a delay in this hoped-for recovery. 


The dirty words "recession-" or "depression" aren't mentioned 


in this report. What the country has been through or is in now is 
called a "decline " 


The report confesses that there is no simple explanation for this 


decline and no easy solution for the problems of maintaining high 
employment, vigorous economic growth, reasonably stable prices. 


The great fields of uncertainty are found in possible future 


trends of wage and price levels. 


The report admits candidly that while the money value of na- 


tional production rose 5 per cent in 1957, in physical terms the 
increase m productivity was only 1 per cenL The other 4 per cent 
was just a rise in prices, or inflation. 


At the same time, the margin between business costs and prices 


•was narrowed. Profits were reduced. And by the end of the year 
production and employment were declining. 


OFF THE RECORD and not spelled out clearly in the report, 


some credence is given here to the idea that if business had held 
prices lower, more goods would have been sold, the unit costs of 
production would have been lower and business profits for the 
year would have been higher. 


A continuation of high pricing policies in 1956 might naturally 


be expected to prolong the economic decline. 


The second major factor of uncertainty in the background is 


wages. Forthcoming labor contract negotiations in the auto and 
other major industries* cause apprehensioc 


situations, in the sale of transfer 
of properties—and there is an ex- 
planation of what to do about le- 
taement pay and interest deduc- 
tions.

supermarkets, women are beginning to show a new interest in 
learning how to make the old-fashioned dishes that gave Grandma 
her reputation as a cook. 


The home economist didn't explain why young Mrs. America 


is learning to bake bread, wants to know how to make the kind 
of soup that starts with buying a soup bone instead of opening a 
can, and has a sudden yen to be able to turn out a batch of fragrant 
doughnuts instead of picking up a. dozen at the nearest bakery. 


But I think I know why the easy-to-prepare or^ ready-for-the- 


oven foods are beginning to lose their appeal. 


NO SATISFACTION 
CERVING them may be quick and easy—but heating a prepared 


dish or sliding a pan of half-baked rolls into the oven doesn't 


give the housewife any sense of accomplishment or satisfaction. 


Nor does the process of transferring food from a package to the 


table bring her any cheers from her family. 


But let a housewife roll up her sleeves and go in for an old- 


fashioned session of cooking from scratch, tasting and testing as 
she goes, and right away the whole family gets interested. 


When she cooks in the old-fashioned way she not only produces 


food that doesn't have a standardized taste, she is. in a sense, a 
creative artist. So it's not surprising that the family immediately 
gathers around to find out "what's cooking." 


What comes in cans or in frozen packages can stave off a fam- 


ily's hunger. But to arouse their interest in what's going on in the 
kitchen, a woman has to do more than heat-and-serve.

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Income Tax Information for 
The Self-Employed 
Farmer 


Self-employed farmers may use j 


an alternate method for figuring! 
their earnings from their farm, 
Chester R. Norman, district man- 
ager of the Jamesto\vn Social Se- 
curity Administration office, and 
Mr. Elliott, Revenue Agent of the 
Warren Internal Revenue office, re- 
minded farm operators today. 


Mr. Elliott pointed out that self- 


emplojed farmers may figuie their 
earnings for social security in sev- 
eral ways. 


(1) If your gross income fiom 


agricultural self-employment is not 
more than $1800, you may count as 
your net farm, eainings either your 
actual net or 2/3 of your farm 
gross income; 


(2) If your gross faim income 


is more than S1800, and your net 
farm earnings are less than S1200, 
you may use either your actual 
net or §1200; 


(3) If your gioss farm income 


is more than S1SOO ard your net 
farm earnings are S1200 or more, 
you must use the actual amount 
of your net eaimngs. 


Mr. Elliott added that the use of 


the option \vill enable faimeis with 
gross income as low as $600 to ob- 
tain social security piotecticn for 
themselves in their old age and 
for their survivors in case of 
death. 
However, he emphasized 


that legardless of the way in 
which you figure your net eain- 
ings, you must have net earnings 
of at least 5400 (from farming 
alone, or in combination with other 
self-employment Gainings) in order 
to get social security credit for 
the year. 


In addition to the revised op- 


tional method, the 1956 amend- 
ments extended 
social 
security 


coverage to some farm owners who 
receive cash or crop shares from 
tenant farmers. If the farm-land- 
lord under his agreement with his 
tenant, materially participates in 
the production or management of 
pi eduction of the farm crops lais- 
ed on his land, this income, for- 
merly excluded as rental income, 
may be i eported for social security 
purposes. 
This provision is effec- 


tive for taxable years ending after 
1955.

Some Essentials to 
Include on Your 
Winter Vacation 


Figuring on a winter vacation 


this year, like so many more Am- 
ericans are doing annually? 


If so, it's likely you'll run into 


changes in temperatures, weather 
and climate, whether you're going 
from the eastern snows to the 
sunny beaches of Florida or on to 
the Arizona dessert or to snow- 
clad Sierras. 


You'll be using your heater a 


lot, and consequently keeping- the 
windows closed, if you're starting 
out from the snow country. Make 
sure there are no cracks, holes or 
rusted-out spots in your exhaust 
pipe or muffler that anight leak; le- 
thal fumes into the car. 


And be sure to include tire 


chains-—they can cut braking dist- 
ance 40 to 70 per cent, 


"When you're driving in snow or 


ice, try your brakes occasionally 
to get the feel of the road," sug- 
gests Krause. "Remember, at 20 
miles an hour it takes 60 feet to 
stop on loosely-packed snow and 
195 feet on ice. If you do have to 
stop suddenly, 'pump' the brakes. 
Don't jam. them on." 


Fresh snow, blowing into drifts 


across the highway, can cause 
trouble. 
If you encounter heavy 


drifts, coast to a stop and lo'ok 
over the situation. 


Try rocking back and forth 


steadily without spinning your 
wheels. 
When you build up a 


rhythmic action, you're on your 
way out. 


If a tire happens to blow out, 


don't panic and jam on the brakes. 
Hold the steering wheel firmly in 
the opposite direction in which it 
wants to go. Then keeping the car 
in a straight line, brake gradually 
to a stop off the road. 


"If you start skidding, don't 


slam on the brakes, either," advises 
Krause. "Turn your wheels in the 
direction the rear -end is sliding 
and concentrate on steering the 
car to a safe spot. Dropping into 
'low' or 'grade1 range on a Buick 
Dynaflow-equipped car slows the 
vehicle and helps bring it to . a 
stop, too. Once the skid has been 
controlled or slowed, 'pump' the 
brakes slightly to stop the car. 


"I know this is old advice, but 


it's time-proven and it works. A 
lot of winter driving accidents 
could be prevented if more people 
remembered what to do when 
skidding."

If you're caught in a storm or 


heavy • traffic; where you must 
creep along slowly, lessen the 
drain on your battery Jay keeping 
your engine turning over fast 
enough to show 'charge'. 


In cold areas keep your gaso- 


line tank well filled to prevent fuel 
lines from freezing as a result of 
condensation in the tank. 
Con- 


versely, in hot areas, don't fill the 
tank to the top. Heat causes gaso- 
line to expand and the tank may 
overflow.
